Duels With 
Forrestal 


Challenges Secretary s 
Protest Over 
Doolittle Testimony 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(UP) 
Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson today challenged the pro- 
test of Secretary of the Navy 
James V. Forrestal that Lt. Gen. 
James H. Doolittle was guilty of 
“injurious acrimony” in his testi- 
mony last week urging an armed 
forces merger. 

Patterson also turned down For- 
restal’s plea that discussion of the 
merger be carried on at “high 
levels,” possibly by a special pres- 
idential commission instead of in 
current hearings before the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee. 

“T do not agree that the delib- 
erations can be ‘elevated’ to a 


mittee,” Patterson wrote Forres- 
tal. “I know of no higher forum 


the appropriate committees of con- 
gress which have the ultimate re- 
sponsibility.” 

The Navy opposes the merger 
but the Army favors it. The com- 
mittee has been conducting hear- 
ings for some time and Forrestal’s 
position aroused the ire of mem- 
bers, especially Chairman Edwin

The agreements reached at 
Moscow led to the first meeting 
of the Big Three at Tehran, to 
later meetings at Yalta and Pots- 
dam, and to the Dumbarton Oaks 
and San Francisco conferences. 

The 74-year-old wartime secre- 
tary of state was succeeded on 
Nov. 27, 1944, by Edward 2. Stet- 
tinus Jr., who headed the United 
States delegation at San Francisco. 

The award is made from the 
proceeds of a $9,000,000 fund 
established by the late Alfred B. 
Nobel, inventor of dynamite, and 
has no set value. The 1938 prize 
amounted to $30,000. Distribution 
of the prize takes place on Dec.

World Colonial Upheaval lolts | 


British Dream of Rebuilt Empire 


By JAMES D. WHITE. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.— 
(P)—From the spice isles of Indo- 
nesia to the shoregeorr’Tripoli, the 
vast colonial world of dark- 
skinned peoples is rumbling and in 
places erupting against the white 
man’s rule. 

Great Britain is the chief power 
affected. With a Labor govern- 
ment at home, Britain retains a 
colonial policy based on the prin- 
ciple of gradual conversion of em- 
pire holdings to dominion status— 
but still within the empire. Brit- 
ain stands to become a small pow- 
er if this policy fails and her colo- 
nies desert her by violence or oth- 
erwise. 

The discovery in Tokyo this 
week of a “discontent school” 
where Japanese had trained Asi- 
atics to resist the return of Anglo- 
Saxon ideas and control bears out 
the earlier thesis of this column 
that Japan worked hard at this 
and got in some very effective 
licks. Both Italy and Germany 
had tried it earlier, particularly 
with the Moslems. 

The religion of Islam is being 
used as an important rallying 
point for Revolutionists.

The non-Moslem part of India 
applauds loudly, meanwhile, the 
demands of the predominantly Mo- 
hammedan Nationalists of Indone- 
sia for independence from the 
Dutch. 

Last night Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, the leader of the all-India 
Congress party, said in a speech it 
was India’s own duty to revolt 
and if India wasn’t ready to do 
it, India was a dead nation. 

The British have had to deal 
with riots in Bombay and, far- 
ther east, with strikes in Malaya. 

Meanwhile, because France and 
Holland could not get their troops 
back to their Oriental empires 
| soon enough, Britain stepped in 


¢the eastern Mediterranean some¢to play the role of policeman. 


There was serious trouble in 


French Indochina, but the recent 
arrival of a sizable force of French 
troops following the British has 
resulted in a relatively quieter 
Situation there now. 


Indochina, by the way, has few, 
if any, Mohammedans. 


But in Indonesia, where 90 per 
cent of the people are Moslem, 
the story is different. Dutch 
troops still haven’t arrived in 
force, and continued Nationalist 
agitation and violence has been 
met by a British ultimatum to 
surrender. When this was ig- 
nored, the British opened up with 
heavy equipment against a big 
Nationalist center at Soerabaja, 
and the Nationalists claim heavy 
casualties resulted. 

Unquestionably prejudicing their 
cause, the Indonesians are said to 
have more than 60 Japanese 
planes at their disposal, and ap- 
pear to be fighting with Japanese 
tanks and with a Japanese-in- 
spired conviction—diligently cul- 
tivated by the Japanese before 
they surrendered—that the white 
man’s days in the colonial world 


were numbered.

Commodore 
Kiefer Dies With 
5 in Crash 


BEACON, N. Y., Nov. 12.—() 
Commodore Dixie Kiefer, Pacific 
war hero who once was called the 
“indestructible man,” was found 
dead today amid the twisted 
wreckage of a Navy plane near 
the summit of Mount Beacon. 

Five others died with the fa- 
mous naval hero, who was widely 
known as Capt. Dixie of the doc- 
umentary film, “Fighting Lady.” 

The commodore, who lived 
through 10 major wounds in two 
wars and was hit 65 times by 
shrapnel in a single Pacific bat- 
tle, died on a routine peacetime 
trip of 160 miles, a scheduled 
hours’ journey.

12.—(#)—Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son, U.S. prosecutor seeking “a 
live Krupp” in the courtroom, to- 
day asked that the son of the 
nearly dead Gustav Krupp von 
Bohlen und Halbach be substitut- 
ed as a defendant in the war 
crimes trials.

20, Jackson filed a motion with 
the international military tribu- 
nal asking that Alfried Krupp be 
tried in the place of his father.

124th Session in Macon 


MACON, Ga., Nov. 12.—(7)—A report that all obligations will 
have been paid in full by the end of this year will be heard at the 
three-day, 124th annual meeting of the Georgia Baptist Convention 


opening here tomorrow. 

Chairman James W. Merritt, of 
the executive committee, cited the 
bright financial picture, saying 
this contrasted with debts aggre- 
gating $535,051 in 1930. 

Approximately 800 delegates 
are expected to attend, represent- 
ing the 2,511 churches with 566,- 
231 members which compose the 
convention. 

Dr. E. C. Sheridan, pastor of 
Curtis Baptist church, Augusta, 
will preach the convention ser- 
mon. 

Other speakers will include Dr. 
John L. Hill, Nashville, Tenn., 
book editor of the Sunday school 
board; Dr. Charles W. Daniel, At- 
lanta, member of the executive 
committee of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention; Dr. J. E. Dillard, 
Nashville, Tenn., director of pro- 
motion of the Southern Baptist 
Convention; Dr. J. Leo Green, of 
the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Louisville, Ky.; Dr. 
George W. Sadler, Richmond, Va., 
foreign mission board secretary 
for Africa, Europe and the Near 
East; Dr. Fred C. Eastman, Wich- 
ita Falls, Texas, superintendent of 
evangelism of the home mission 
board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 

Merritt said that total gifts con- 
tributed to all missionary, benevo- 
lent and educational causes fos- 
tered by the convention, including 
the Georgia causes and the south- 
ern convention, amounted to $1.,- 
758,393.42 the first 10 months of 
this year—a gain of $459,701.47 
over the same period last year.

“We are only on the beachhead 
of peace,” declared Maj. Gen. Ed- 
ward H. Brooks, commanding gen- 
eral of the Fourth Service Com- 
mand, in an address at a luncheon 
meeting of the Atlanta Rotary 
Club yesterday at the Ansley 
hotel, 


Gen. Brooks, who is a veteran 
of both World Wars and _ who' 
served as commander of the Sec-| 
ond Armored Division in World | 
War II, was introduced by Clark) 
Howell, president and publisher of | 
The Atlanta Constitution. 

Drawing an analogy of the pres- 
ent time to that following the first. 
World War, Gen. Brooks recalled | 
the demobilization and scrapping | 
of the Navy during the twenties. | 

Said Gen. Brooks, “If we are 
to participate in a family of na- 
tions where force is a factor, we 
should be sufficiently strong that 
our declarations receive thought- 
ful consideration from the other 
nations. 


OUR STRENGTH WANING 

“We should all be interested in 
preventing another war,” contin- 
ued the veteran general. ‘We are 
not as powérful as we were six 
months ago, but we are far strong: | 
er than we will be six months 
from now if -we continue to de- 
mobilize as we are now.” 

Anticipating some future con-| 
flict, Gen, Brooks strongly advo- 
cated that this country maintain a | 
strong program for preparedness. | 
To strength his stand he pointed | 
out that nobody knows where or. 
when a fire is going to break out, 
but we maintain a great deal of | 
shiny fire equipment.

Britain’s Clement Attlee and America’s 
Harry Truman discuss the atomic bomb. 


The grisly horror of that weapon just 
now is beginning to trickle into the real 
thought of mankind. The awful force of 
it, the ghastly searing blast which, in the 
first crude bomb, scorched grass and trees 
ten miles from where it fell, is in the 
thoughts of millions today.

They will 
work desperately to develop it and im- 
prove it. Perhaps, in the working, they 


may producé some new and easy way to 
create and unleash the force. We have but 
split the atom of uranium. What if the 
atoms of water or wood, to name two com- 
monplace items, be split?

We know there will be no more declar- 
ations of wars. 


The attack will come without warning. 
General Arnold has just let us in on the 
new and deadly weapons of the air.

Shall we pool 
it and work on it together?

Indicated Divorce Court Changes 


The board of governors of the Georgia 
Bar Association has recommended some 
needed changes in the divorce laws of 
this state. 


The proposed reforms would speed the 
procedure somewhat, but it is not with 
that aspect of the recommendations that 
we are greatly concerned. Neither we, nor 
the members of the bar association, have 
any desire to see Georgia put in a position 
to compete with Reno. 

The important feature of the lawyers’ 
recommendations is the one which pro- 
vides that, unless the defendant demands 


a jury trial, the case can be heard and 
decided by the Superior Court Judge 
alone. Two hearings are provided for and, 
unless a contest evolves, the divorce is 
granted in from 60 to 90 days. 


There is, of course, such a thing as 
making divorce too easy. But certainly no 
one can argue with any plan to eliminate, 
in so far as possible, the courtroom fan- 
faronade which all too frequently makes 
a lifelong impression on the minds of 
children involved, and which too often 
gives to the trials a cynical Roman-holi- 


day atmosphere. 


Dewey Decries ‘Discrimination 


The narrow sectionalism which char- 
acterizes the thinking of New /York’s 
Governor Dewey is, of course, no new 
discovery. 


It was never better illustrated, in fact, 
than when, during a serious drouth of a 
few years back, he told a press conference 
that feed should be shipped into New 
York from the midwest even though it 
meant cattle in that area starved to death. 


This provincial outlook of the man 
whose aspirations to national leadership 
received a setback in New York’s mayor- 
alty election last week, has again been 


manifested. 


Governor Dewey has named a nine- 
man committee—and announced that he 
will ask the legislature for a hundred 
thousand dollar appropriation — to fight 
the ICC’s order aimed at equalizing 
freight rates between the North and South. 


“This shocking discrimination against 
business and employment in our state 
must be defeated,” Dewey wrote New 
York’s Attorney General Goldstein, who 
has been appointed chairman of the nine- 
man group. “The very concept of penaliz- 
ing the people of New York so that other 
states may divert our industries is one 
which should not and cannot be toler- 
ated.” 

The aspect of Governor Dewey piously 
lamenting the “discrimination” of the long 
overdue freight-rate adjustments is one 
of the best laughs of this or any other 
year. The truth of the matter is that dis- 
criminatory tariffs—averaging thirty-odd 
per cent, by the record—have penalized 
the South since the days of the Civil War. 


After receiving preferential treatment 
for so long, the east is shocked and fright- 
ened by even the prospect of full freight- 
rate equality. 


Peace Prize for Cordell Hull 


Cordell Hull, the tall Tennessean into 
whose mind and soul went some of the 
grandeur, majesty and honesty of his 
native mountains, has been awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize by the Norwegian com- 
mittee in charge of the award. It goes to 
him on the basis of his having laid the 
foundation for the United Nation’s char- 
ter. That document, imperfect as is man 
himself, nevertheless is the first such doc- 
ument ever to include all the great powers 
and so many of the smaller ones. It was 
a great achievement and truly did the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt réfer to Cor- 
dell Hull as “The Father of the United 


Nations.”

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An Important 
Toast Is Drunk 


Eddie Gilmore, Associated Press correspond- 
ent in Moscow, tossed off a glass of vodka a few 
nights ago, ritualistically turned his glass: upside 

down over his head to show the glass really was empty. 

He had drunk a toast with Foreign Minister Molotov, who had 
requested of Gilmore that he propose the toast. Gilmore sug- 
gested one to “better understanding” between the Soviet Union 
and the United States. Molotov said that was good, but asked if 
censorship and its removal was not nearest Gilmore’s heart and 
those of other newspapermen. 

Gilmore said it was. 

“Let us drink to that, then,” said Molotov, and they drank, 
Molotov also ceremoniously going through with the emptying of 
the glass and the holding of it empty over his head. 

Russians, famous like the Chinese for “bottoms up” toasts, ex- 
plain their insistence on emptying the glass on the fact that one’s 
participation indicates one’s agreement with the toast—a sip, very 
little agreement—half of the glass, halfway agreement; emptying 
it with a gulp, complete indorsement. 

All indications are that the Soviet Union has removed all cen- 
sorship. If so, it is one of the really significant decisions of the 
postwar period. It is likely they will do so without any formal 


announcement, Molotov’s toast being the key. 
A Pledge If so, it means the Russians have kept a pledge made 
to the American Society of Newspaper Editors Com- 
mittee in Moscow iast spring. At that time they pledged that when 
the war ended they would seek to find some way to permit a free 
flow of news in and out of the Soviet Union. Now it appears the 
news will be allowed to come out. News always has gone in 
through the only news service in. the Soviet Union—Tass—its own 
agency. No papers there subscribe now to foreign services, al- 
though I believe within the next 12 months they will buy one or 
more American services. 

It is really important news. It is but one more indication the 
Russians are trying to find ways to meet the wishes of the United 
States. Highly suspicious, and understandably so, the Russians 
nevertheless need peace.badly and want, for very practical reasons, 
a unified “Big Three.” There can be no reasonable doubt of this 
desire. 

More information about Russia is desirable—it works both ways. 
It is highly important that the campaign for books for Russia suc- 
ceed. Get up good fiction, biographies, autobiographies, poems, 
and so on, and send them to your Russian relief headquarters, 

As a people untouched by the ravages of war 
War Wounds in so far as our cities and lands are concerned, 
it is very easy for us not to understand Russia's demands on the 
countries about her borders. 

To us it looks much like a spirit of revenge. But those who 
read the text of Foreign Minister Molotov’s speech last week prob- 
ably were startled at the enumeration of the losses sustained by 
the Soviets. In addition to some 10,000,000 dead soldiers and 
civilians, these figures help explain the Soviet “position.” 

Russia witnessed these material losses: 

One thousand seven hundred and ten towns and over 70,000 
smaller communities destroyed; more than 6,000,000 buildings 
burned or destroyed, rendering 25,000,000 people homeless; 31,850 
industrial works, employing 4,000,000 workers, destroyed or dam- 
aged; 98,000 collective farms and 7,000,000 horses destroyed; 17,000,- 
000 cattle slaughtered or driven away. 

That explains why the Russians are moving whole factories out 
of Germany and Manchuria. There cannot be much argument with 
the position outlined by Molotov; that Russia demands reparations 
not in a spirit of revenue but in “at least some replacements from 


the countries which started this war.’

Position munism or imperialism, But we assuredly have 
no right to demand they accept our policies and politics so long as 
they do not seek to impose their ideologies and practices upon us. 

I have never understood the fear of communism in this country. 
No one can make Americans become Communists unless they wish 
to accept that philosophy. In discussions with the Soviets last 
spring we said to them that Americans were fearful of them be- 
cause they believed they, the Russians, were trying to impose 
communism on America. 

They snorted at this, saying, “As adult persons you must know 
that it is not possible to export political systems to an unwilling 
people.” 

There has to be an acceptance of it. I have never believed 
Americans would accept communism as their political way of life. 
It is true you can’t ship political systems or ideas in suitcases. 

Only a handful of Americans have accepted it. They work on 
discontent wherever it is. Let us remove reasons for discontent. 
That will remove the Communist party and any small influence it 
possesses in this country. 

Only so long as we permit gross discriminations and special 
privilege will the Communist doctrine find a small field in which 


to work.

Just what method of judging to decide who is 

worthy of such a sticker on his car, I don't know. The object is 
to develop more courtesy in the operation of cars In traffic. 

There is obvious need for such education. But it is not confined 
to autoists. The contacts of living in a crowded city would be much 
smoother if courtesy was the usual thing, instead of being, as it 
sometimes seems, the exception, 

Maybe that's too harsh criticism. Maybe I’m in a sourish humor 
at the moment. Maybe the majority of people are courteous, 
Maybe. But you'd doubt if somedays, after rubbing shoulders with 
all sort of folk in crowds. 

One point I will, readily, grant. Most examples of discourtesy 
are blatant, intentional. They are the result of thoughtlessness, 
impatience or self-centered selfishness, rather than deliberate im- 
politeness. 

The reason for concentrating on discourtesy by auto drivers .is, 
primarily, that examples of disregard of others when you are operat- 
ing a motor vehicle almost always involve danger for others as well 


as for yourself. 

: a Take the driver who darts out of line 
silly Chance Taking in heavy traffic, often going over to 
the wrong side of the street, just to cut around another car or two. 
That is action fraught with peril, at least to fenders. 

I saw a car, it was a commercial van, come around a long, blind 
curve on Ponce de Leon-—at the Druid Hills railroad bridge—'way 
over on the left side of the cénter white lire, at 40 mph or better, 
the other day If a car had been coming, on its proper side, in 
the other direction, a head-on crash would scarcely have been 
avoidable. 

Then there is the fellow who darts his car ahead of yours, 
depending on your desire not to crumple a fender, for his own 
safety. Downright rude. 

There is one oddity about impolite drivers. If they do tangle 
with another car, they invariably start shouting and cussin’ in a 
loud voice, trying by vocal noise to shift the blame from their own 
shoulders, where it belongs, to the other fellow. By that sign 


you may know them. 


: Pedestrians, too, are guilty of discourtesy. 
Pedestrians, Too They are guilty when they walk across inter- 
sections on the red light, thus denying the proper right of way 
to cars on the green. They are guilty when they stand so far out 
from the curb, waiting for the light to change, they block at least 
one lane of travel. 

They are guilty when they act in any manner that forces the 
motorists to protect them, the pedestrians, from the danger of their 
own infringement of the rules. 3 

You’ll only secure real courtesy in traffic when motorists and 
pedestrians alike think first of the convenience of the other fellow 
and accommodate themselves to such a habit.

Have you even seen people passing through swinging entrance 
doors into store or restaurant or other establishment, and watched 
how many push through the left door, when all rules say keep to 
the right?

Politeness is the lubricant of human relationships. We really 
need a general lubrication job on our average Atlanta public. It is, 
though, an individual problem. So, regardless of windshield stick- 
ers, won’t you take thought and find where you can show a little

Pearl Harbor Probe 
Strictly Political 


WASHINGTON.—Republican members of the 
Pearl Harbor investigation committee are trying 
to perpetrate a ghoulish sort of trick in connee 
tion with the congressional inquiry now getting under way. 

Under the guise of developing all available evidence on the sub- 
ject, the Republicans are demanding that each member of the come 
mittee, individually and otherwise, be given the right to examine 
the personal files of the late President Roosevelt. 

They are not content merely to have the committee's staff of 
investigators examine the files and produce any documents that 
may have a bearing on the Pearl Harbor inquiry. What they are 
insisting upon is the right of any individual member to sift through 
the Roosevelt papers and determine for himself what is pertinent 


to the investigation. 

Now, the purpose of that is all too obvious. It is not that there 
is any distrust of the committee's chief counsel, former Attorney 
General William D. Mitchell, who served under two Republican 


administrations. 

Mr. Mitchell was selected for the post because of his Repub- 
lican background. The Democrats took this means of assuring the 
country that a fair and impartial investigation of the Pearl Harbor 
disaster would be undertaken. 

The Republicans know they can rely on the committee’s chief

Under the pretense of looking 
for Pearl Harbor information, they are seeking an opportunity to 
go through all of Mr. Roosevelt's private and official papers, hoping

It is a dastardly move that no one would have the temerity to 
propose if Mr. Roosevelt were still living. The very idea is pre 
posterous, 

It amounts to nothing less than a snooping expedition. While 
pretending to be looking for Pearl Harbor facts the Republicans 
would have access to the late President's most private affairs. No 
secret, however sacred, would be denied them. Even his corre 
spondence with his mother and members of his family would be 
subject to critical scrutiny. 

There are some 210 bales of Roosevelt files stored temporarily 
in the archives building in Washington. They belong to the Roose- 
velt family and ultimately will be removed by members of the 
family. 

The Republicans are demanding that any member of the Pearl 
Harbor committee, unaccompanied by anyone else, be given the 
privilege of going through these files at will. 

We may be assured that if any such authority were granted 
the Republicans would make a field day of sifting through every 
letter and communication they could lay their eyes on.

bit of information thus gained that could be twisted to reflect on 
Mr. Roosevelt and the New Deal administration would be fed to 
the public by these committee members in a manner to smear the 
late President's name. 

The Republicans would be looking for just that and little more, 
They are not nearly so much interested in Pearl Harbor as they 
are in tearing down the character of the man who defeated them 
four times for the presidency. 

Naturally the Democratic members of the committee were quick 
to see the ghoulish tactics behind the Republican move. It was 
voted down by a strict party vote as soon as it was raised. 

To show their good faith, Democratic members have consented 
to allow the Republicans to examine the files when accompanied 
by responsible persons. But to turn the snoopers loose with the 
Roosevelt papers under blanket authority to read anything they 
pleased was too ridiculous for words.

ALL IN THE GAME

There ig some question that Louisiana 
L. 5. U. Star Hurt State’s Gene (Red) Knight, key back, will 
be effective against Georgia Tech Saturday at Grant Field. Knight 
injured a knee in the Mississippi State game. He was aided from 
the field. True, Knight was sent back into the game to try for 
extra point when State had deadlocked the score, 20-all. But 
Knight, who missed the try, limped on and off 
the field. We thought at the time that Coach 
Bernie Moore might have done better letting 
an uninjured player try for the point. 
But that is neither here nor there. 
Knight wasn’t his usual self in kicking 
against Mississippi State; not even before he 
was hurt. He took too much time and, as a 
consequence, one of his kicks was blocked agd 
others were erratic. He was rushed a lot but 
this-was largely due to the fact that he thought 
he could take all night getting a punt off. 
Knight has been called the south’s best 
kicker. Against Mississippi State he was hardly 
@verage. He didn’t have distance or accuracy. 

If the knee injury is as bad as it appeared, Knight may not even 
play against Tech. And this would be damaging to L. S. U. For 
L. S. U. has a lot of backs, but only one Knight. 

Georgia’s Tech’s key players saw the L, S. U.-State game. 
This serves much better than a scouting report, although 
the Tech coaches—Bobby Dodd, Ray Ellis and Norris Dean— 
were on hand, too, and they’ll augment what the boys saw. 
The Tech team realized that Montgomery, one of the 

L. S. U. backs, is a potent runner. He hits hard and keeps 
going. Cason didn’t appear to be playing at his best but he’s 
another fine back. Quarterback Y. A. Tittle threw the game 
away with a reckless pass deep in his own territory late in 
the game, but previously Tittle had been the game’s star 
performer. 

One thing that impressed us about the game was that L. S. U. 
appeared cocky. L. S. U. players seemed to think that, regardless 
of what happened, they could beat State. And, of course, the sud- 
den pass interception and touchdown run that beat them will fire 
them for the Tech game. They won’t be quite as lackadaiscal as 
they appeared, at times, against Mississippi State. 

In short, they’re back to earth again.
